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A FAMILY CREMATED.

Benry Danehomer, His Wife and
Their Only Child the Victims.

RUMORS OF MURDER DISPROVED.

4 Hot-House Furnace the Canse of the
Terrible Disaster.

TABENTS DIE TEYING TO BAYE A CHILD

Hiram Danehower, his wife snd 9.vear-
old danghter were cremated in their little
dwelling in Pleasant Valley, O’ Hara town-
ship, early yesterdav morning. After the
fire had been extingaished the three charred
bodies were pathered together and placed
in one small casket, which they did not &IL
A rumor gained eirculation that they had
been murdered and the hoase fired to cover
the deed, but the Coroner’'s investigation
disproved the rumor. The jury returned a
verdiet of death by suffoestion and ecrema-
tion by fire, the exact cause of which was
unknown, The Coroner is satisfied asto
the cause, but the jury made its verdiot ac-
cording to sworn evidence only.

The fire was discovered at 2 o'cloek by
Charles Grubbse The Danenower house
was situated on & steep hillside abour 200
feet above Grubbs' house, which ironts om
the oid Kittanning road. When be first
saw it the fames were confined toa small
hothouse in the rear of Danchower's dwell.
ing and adjoining it. By the time Grubbs
hiad bastily dressed and started for the scene
the whole building was ablaze, and as he
resched it the flames had made such prog-
ress that the whole structure fell in.  Mra
Hiram Whitehaed, mother of Mrs. Dane-
hower, living in the mnearest house, was
awakened by her daughter calling to her.
She und ber two sons were the first to reach
the meene, but although only one end of the
little house was then burning on the out-
side the upper floor where the family slept
was full of fireand they could not enter.
One of the Whitehead boys says he heard
Danehower moaning, but at the time sup-
}'mud the family had escaped. He put =

adder up to the bedroom snd broke in the
window, but the flames and smoke poured
out and drove him away,

The house was & two-story of four rooms,
built of beards, lined only with heavy
paper, which accounta for its quick destrue-
tion. Dagehower was a genius and pas-
sionately fond of flowers, Recently bhe
built a small hothouse about 10 feet square
apsinst his dwelling. On Monday he baile
8 furnace against the foundation of the
house and earried the heat from it through
pipes to his little conservatory. It is sup-
posed from the evidence taken that the
furnace got too hot and set fire to the hot-
biouse, whence the flames wers communi.
cated to the second-story of the dwelling.
1t is the Coroner's belief that Mr. and Mra
Danehower had got up and started ont
when she called to her mother. Then they
remembered the little girl and went back to
save her and were suffocated befors they
could escape. When the bodies were found,
that of the little girl was lying meross the
mother as if she bad been clasped in her

arms. It was not wvntil the bodies were
seen in the roins thst it was positively
known Danehower and his favuly had not
esraped,

Danehower was &n industrious mechanic
employed by Scort & Co., in the manufae-
ture of iron mill lamps. He was 32 years
of age, had lived in Sharpsburg tor 12 years
snd was a steady, sober man. His wite was
36 wears of age and had lived in Plessant
Valley nearly all her life. The Sharps-
burg department answered a call to the
fire, but the house had been consumed be-
fore they could get to it. The funeral will
take place from Hiram Whitehead's resi-
dence to-day or to-morrow.
